Long be- 
fore his service in the Senate, how- 
ever, Mr. Young was a national figure 
in Republican politics. It was he 
who nominated Theodore Roosevelt 
for Vice-President at the national 
convention in Philadelphia in 1900. 
These two men were close personal 
friends for years.

Mr. Young was a newspaper corres- 
pondent with Shafter's army in Cuba, 
Later he was a member of the Taft 
Jnlesion to the Philippine Islands.

It was during this trip abroad that 
he was heid as a spy by the Austrians, 
who thought that the name “Lafay- 
ette” indicated some direct connec- 
tion with France. The United States 
government obtained his release. 
Some months after the armistice, the 
King dt Belgium conferred the Order 
of Leopold UI on Mr. Young.

The sting of this variety 
frequently is fatal within two hours 
if precautions are not take at once. 
A preparation from echino chactus 
frequently acts as a curative. 

For some unaccountable reason 
certain persons are immune to the 
bite of the scorpion and can handle 
the insects with impunity.

Occasionally 
in winter, storms originate in Arizona 
which later travel across country and 
delay transportation in the eastern 
States or cause other damage, but 
such disturbances take their incep- 
tion whep there is practically no ir- 
rigation going on in the Southwest or 
elsewhere. 
“Tornadoes, which the eastern 
writer may have in mind, are usually 
attendant upon storms which drift 
down from the Northwest of Alaska 
and after reaching territory east of 
the Rocky Mountains receive acces- 
sions of heat and moisture from the 
Southern States, and the Gulf of 
Mexico. Thus conditions favorable 
for the development of tornadoes are 
established, but the irrigated sections. 
of the Southwest are too remote to 
contribute in any way to their de- 
velopment. 

“The reason that Arizona, New 
Mexico and other portions of the 
Southwest are free from devastating 
storms is that this section is too far 
from what is known as the ‘storm 
track’ of the country to be partici-

A bill passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives last session— 218 to 44— 
which extended the time two years 
and was reported to the Senate by 
the Senate Committee on Education 
and Labor. The Senate measure, 
however. contained an amendment 
for an extension of one year only. 
This did not come to a vote during 
the last session and is to be brought 
up again this year. Those sponsor- 
ing the Maternity and Infancy Act do 
i pot feel that the extension of only 
one year is adequate. In fact. the 
bill as passed by the House was au- 
‘thorized by the Director of the Bud- 
get and approved by the President.

Activities under the Federal Ma- 
ternity and Infancy Act began dur- 
ing the spring of 1922 and it is be- 
lieved that an understanding of the 
work accomplished under this will 
be a strong aid in bringing about the 
"massage in the Senate of an exten- 
sion of two years instead of one. 

A review of the field of preventive 
medicine ind public health during 
the present century indicates a de- 
veloping eppreciation of the impor- 
tamce of the early years of infancy 
and of the natal and prenatal period. 
The experience of progressive com- 
munities in the United States and of 
certain foreign countries has shown 
that the creat waste of life and of 
vitality which occurs in connection 
with childbirth and the early months 
of life may be largely prevented. In- 
vestigation had shown both the ex- 
tent of this problem and effective 
methods of control when, in 1921, 
through the passage of the Materni- 
ty and Infancy Act, Congress made it 
possible tc initate upon a national 
scale a program for the improvement 
of maternal and infant health. 


PURELY EDUCATIONAL. 

This act operates in the field of 
‘public health in practically the same 
Way that Federal aid is used in the 
‘fields of vocational educatfon. agri- 
cultural extension, and good roads. 

Approximately 81.250.000 is avail- 
able for distribution throughout the 
| States, and most of this is matched 


research purposes. 

The- purpose of the Maternity and 
infancy Act is purely educational. 
No money or benefit is given to any 
mother and neither is any spent for 
‘ands or buildings. In all the work 
sarried on under the act an effort has 
been made to promote public health 
“ducation and the awakening of such 
local and individual interest in the 
procram that the work. once initiated, 
will be carried on by the local com- 
munity itself. 


STATES CO-OPERATE 
| Since the passage of the act in 1921 


more interested and there are now 
‘orty-three co-operating, as well as 
Hawali. The only States not co- 
operating under this law are Con- 
necticut, Illinois, Kansas, Maine, and 

husetts. The actual work un- 
der the act devolves largely upon the 
State organizations, the Children’s 
Bureau acting merely as a central of- 
fice or clearinchouse. The staff com- 
posing the Maternity and Infancy 
Division is small, there being only 
three physicians. three nurses, two 
clerks, and one accountant. 

Upon deciding to co-operate in 
the activities under the Maternity 
and Infancy Act a State draws up its 
Own program and forms its own or- 
ganization This program is then 
submitted for approval to the Federal 
Board of Maternal and Ipfant Hy- 
giene, which is composed of the Chief 
of the Children’s Bureau, the Sur- 
reon General of the Public Health 
Service, and the Commissioner of 
Education. It is obligatory that this 
board accept any plan which is rea- 
sonably adequate and which con- 
forms with the statute. 

The work under this act includes 
the examination of babies and young 
children at the child-health confer- 
ences and durine the fiscal year 1926 
there were 944.220 infants and pre- 
school children reached by the ma- 
ternity-infancy work. There were 
also 179,404 expectant mothers 
reached.

have dollars enough for a thoroughly 
good time.

And New York can give you that, 
believe me. 

I think New York is gayer even 


than Paris. There is not that same 
air of artificiality about its merri- 


ment that you find in Paris. New 


York works intensely, its hustle may 
be bunk, but energy is expended and 
nobody shirks long hours at business, 
and so when it comes to pleasure 
New Yorkers indulge in it with in- 
tensity and a reckless abandon. 
That is why New York is a city of 
orgies. 


pleasure. Many succeed in dying for 
it, too, as the numerous dramas of 
the gay world reveal. But as pleas- 
ure is brought within the reach of 
all and is not merely the prerogative 
of the bulging pocket book, “hitting 
the high spots is a sport and am- 
bition that few fail to achieve. 
The New Yorker would scorn 
go home to his wife and children, 
any, in these days of marriage for 
| better or divorce. Instead, he ex- 
/ pects his wife, present or future, to 
come to him. They meet in town 
and go dinner, the theater, a sup- 
per cabaret and dance, and home in 
the small hours; for life would be 
empty, in their view, if it were all 
work and no recreation. Work would 
begin to pall. Instead of being a 
means to an end, it would become a 
burden, and man; would sigh, as they 
sigh here, “Why in heck have we to

Temperamentally, the Englishman 
is supposed to be a sit-by-the-fire-till- 
supper-is-ready sort of fellow.

They pick on a cabaret, which is a 
guinea a head plus the cost of cham- 
pagne, an indispensable drink at 
such functions; and by the time he 
has brought back the hats and coats 
from the cloakroom attendants and 
tipped the waiter, the cost approxi- 
mates mor- than two guineas a per- 
son. In New York, at innumerable 
roof gardens on Broadway, even in 
the best part of Broadway, you can

People start hitting spots no high 
e than thisand, the habit gripping 
their souls, they engage in the dol- 
lar hunt, in order to aim at greater 
altitudes. 

Broadway is more by night 
than it is by day. It is one inces- 
sant surge of bright-eyed. laughing

Around. the blare of saxophone and 
the crash of jazz drum beckons you 
to the delights of the roof gardens, 
hung with picturesque shaded lights 
and filled with couples gliding soul- 
fully along the powdered floors or 
shaking inelegant legs to the reckless 
measure of the Charleston. 

There are busses, all fully equipped 
with decoys, to bear you away to 
Coney Island. where you can indulge 
in moonlight bathing if you wish, 
or choc-choo through the dark 
chasms of Luna Park, two by two in 
a honeymoon express.

Incidents of that sort set Mrs. H- 
sen thinking deeply on the possible 
curative effect of music. She married 
again and made the point a hobby. 
She visited twenty-six different kinds 
of institutions experimenting on her 
theory. Some were prisons, some 
institutions for the deaf and dumb 
end blind and some hospitals. 

Then came the war and Mrs. Ilsen 
offered her services to Canada, the 
country of her birth. The first 
wounded soldiers who returned were 
found to be very difficult to manage. 
She began to aid in their treatment 
—— music, and with unusual re- 
sults. 

In 10917. Newton Baker, Secretary 
of War, appointed Mrs Ilsen direc- 
tor of music in the War Department, 
and under her guidance the United 
States became the first nation to in- 
troduce organized music in military 
hospitals. 

When the war ended she was placed 
in charge of music in the reconstruc- 
tion hospitals under the American 
Red Cross. Later she lectured at Co- 
lumbia University on the psycho- 
physiological effect of music on hu- 
manity. 

In 1924 she was offered an oppor- 
tunity to conduct musical experi- 
ments in the wards of a large tu- 
berculosis hospital here in co-opera- 
tion with psychologists and doctors. 
It led to work in sixteen hospitals 
and, finally, to th. nization of 
the National Association for Music in 
Hospitals, of which she is now di 
rector. 

“There are many th to be con- 
sidered in the introductio: among the 
ill,” she says. “Jazz, tor instance, 
might have a very impractical effect 
in many cases because of its stimula- 
tion and shock. In apatt etic cases it 
might have some value, but the ver! 
nature is such that it shculd be used 
carefully. 

“However, certain musical composi- 
tions have given very strong indica- 
tion in experiments of having benefi- 
cial effects. The quieting, soothing 
strains of Schubert's ‘Ave Muria’ have 
proved excellent in cases 91 b 
for example.

Hindrance by Convention Speaker

L. Conn of Ohio, president of the National Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners, in his address at the opening session of the five-day meeting of 
that body at the Biltmore yesterday. 8

Judge Conn. 

The point made by the president 
was that this form of insurance opens 
still more widely the bars for irre- 
sponsible automobile drivers. 

“The lame, the halt and the blind 
drive cars, to say nothing about the 
much greater number of mentally 
incompetent,” he declared. “A com- 
pulsory automobile statute is not 
the great disideratum. What is need- 
ed is a real qualification requirement, 
to the end that grown-ups with the 
dispositions of savages may be de- 
prived of the opportunity to com- 
mit legalized murder.” 


WATCH EXPERIMENT 
Compulsory automobilé insurance 
has been by Massachusetts
